HAT a REGISTER be forthwith Nam'd and Appointed 
by Act of Parliament; who at his Office, being not * OB: g'd 
to Read the Paper, Pamphlet, or Book, whereby he may hin- 
der the Liberty of the Preſs, ſhall only Enter the Title of the 
ſaid Paper, Pamphlet, or Book, and the Date of its Entry, with 
the Names and Dwellings of the Author or Authors, alſo of the 
Printers and Bookſellers ; one of which ſhall be Oblig'd, under 
_2 Severe Penalty, to bring the Same to the Office to be Enter d 
befdre it is Printed, and always to Publiſh the Authors, Printers, 
-and Bookſellers Ngnes and Dwellings in the Title-Page, with the 
Imprimatur of the Regiſter, or his Lawful Deputy, upon Oath 
Frſt Made, that the Names given in to the Regiſter, are the True 
Names of the Perſons concern'd therein: Which Oath the Regi- 
ſter is to be Impower'd to Adminiſter; Paying for the ſame, 
more, or leſs, according to the Proportion of the Papers, 
Pamphlets, or Books, as it ſhall be Directed by Authority. 
And for greater Security, it is Propos'd, That no Book, 
Pamphlet, or Paper be Printed, but at a Licens'd Printing- 
Houſe : Which Licenſe the Regiſter i is to give, to any Perſon 
or ns Bred to the one OG, paying for ſuch Licenſe 
Dives Gach a Regulation of the Preſs, theſe Two Public Ad- 
vantages will be Continu'd and Secnr'd, 
1. The Quiet and Honor of Her Majeſty and Her Subjects, by 
Deterring and Suppreſſing Falſe, Malitious, and Seditious Libels. 
2. A Confiderable Revenue will ariſe from the Profits of 'Entring 
ſo many Papers, Pamphlets, and Do in Manner aforeſaid. 
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
